All the 
Richmond papers, which were really those 
that jrave voice to the controlling public 
sentiment of tuc South, teemed with arti- 
cles b-hiiwiiig how destructive to the Union 
army wouid be this non-assiinulating ele- 
ment in our ranks, Jt wag shown thai the 
negro possessed none of the (jualities which 
go to make good soldiers—that he was 
timid and cowardly and could not be dis- 
ciplined sufficiently to be held in hand 
while under lire. But the attack upon 
Fort Wagner and the huruic conduct of 
this class of troops at other points, opened 
rebel eyes and dissipated Northern preju- 
dice-.it one and the same time. The great 
success which hag attended General Sher- 
man's famous marches through the heart 
of Dixie, and the decimation of the rebel 
armies by the disastrous campaigns of Joe. 
Johnston, Hood, Pricfl, Kirby Smith and 
others, reduced the rebels to the necessity 
of looking to their slayes for help in the 
battle with the Yankee as they had always 
looked to them for help in the battle of 


life. Only one year ago they declared 
they could carry on the war with their 
white population for twenty years to come 
and then transmit the figbt to the hands 
flf their children, but now they acknowl- 
edge their cause is lost unless it is saved to 
them by the interference of their slaves. 
It now remains to he seen to what extent 
their failing cause will be benefitted by 
this change of base. Loyal men of South- 
ern birth and familiar with the temper of 
the colored man, say that the efforts ' of 
the rebels in this direction will result in 
doing some good recruiting for the Union 
army, as the necro soldiers arc not quite 
60 depraved as to fight for a continuance 
of that state of society which lias been EO 
great a curse to them, but that they will 
desert to our side upon the firstopportunity.
